OUR FIRST WOODEN BRIDGES. 





They Were -Bullt About 1800 In the 
Eastern and Central States, and Then 
Came the Covered Structures—Few 
tron Bridges Pricer to 1850, 


Nature bas provided this country 
witb at least nine natural bridges, one 
in Virginia with a span of about nine- 
ty-three feet and about 200 feet high; 
one in Alabama with a span of about 
seventy feet and about 130 feet high; 
five in California, the largest of which 
has a span of about eighty feet and is 
about twenty feet bigh; one in Ken- 
tucky with a span of about seventy 
feet and about 130 feet high, and one 
fn soutbern Florida of somewhat 
smaller dimensions. 

Bridge building in the United States 
fs of comparatively recent accomplish- 
ment. The early settlers were com- 
pelled to ford the streams or cross 
them on rafts or in dugouts. When 
Washington crossed the Delaware with 
bis army there were no bridges over 
that river, and history records many 
instances of streams being forded with 
untold bardship and the consequent 
disasters and delays. Such incidents 
become serious matters when, for ex- 
ample, physicians are unable to reach 
the sick or injured because of impass- 
able fords or are compelled to expose 
themselves to unnecessary danger. 
Traffic conditions in general are de 
moralized by unsafe bridges or cul- 
verts. 

Pontoon bridges have served tempo- 
rary need in many instances, but espe- 
cially in warfare. Mention is made of 
their use very early in history, and one 
of tbe most notable occasions was 
when the Persian army under Xerxes 
crossed the Hellespont on two pontoon 
bridges consisting, one of 360 vessels 
and the other of 814. These were an- 
chored bead and stern alongside of 
each other, with their keels in the dl- 
rection of the current. 

The Romans had wickerwork vessels 
covered with hides destined to support 
the timber platform of u bridge. These 
formed a part of the train of their ar- 
mies throughout tle history of the em- 
pire until 476 A. D. 

The construction of highway bridges 
{n this country began to assume prac- 
tical proportions about the year 1800, 
when many wooden bridges were built 
in the eastern and central states by 
Theodore Burr and Timothy Palmer. 
Thewooden lattice truss was intro- 
duced about 1820 by Ithiel Towne. 
Many of these bridges, consisting of 
planks pinned together in lattice work, 
were bullt from this time on, and they 
became yell known as “Towne” or 
“covered” bridges. It is doubtful if

Many of these bridges, consisting. of 
planks pinned together in lattice work, 
were built from this time on, and they 
became 11 known as “Towne” or 
“covered” bridges. It is doubtful if 
much attention was given to econom- 
fecal design. xn effort was made to 
protect the trusses from the weather 
by wooden roofs and sides in some in- 
stances, but very few were ever paint- 
ed to preserve the timber. This early 
type of bridge did service for many 
years, and some are still in existence 
in Indiana and *ysewhere. 

The first covered bridge to be built 
in Tippecanoe county and one of the 
first in central Indiana was the 
Brown street bridge over the Wabasb 
river at Lafayette, according to the 
records on file in the office of public 
roads, department of agriculture. This 
old structure, that bad been condemn- 
ed for a good many years, has long 
since disappeared. However, a num- 
ber of covered wooden bridges that 
were built more than a half century 
ago are still belng used within a ra- 
dius of fifty miles of Indianapolis. 

Few iron bridges were built in this 
country prior to 1850, and it was only 
in 1847 that the first publication in the 
United States, discussing the rational 
design of bridge members, was {ssued 
by Squire Whipple of Uticn, N. Y. 
Wrought iron began to replace cast 
fron about 1863, but steel was not used 
until about ten years Jater. The ad- 
vantage of steel over cast or wrought 
from lies in its greater tensile strength. 

““Foremost among structures repre- 
senting some of the attractive as well 
as s.bstantial features in good bridge 
designing of the present age may be 
menticned the Washington bridge over 
the Harlem river In New York,” said 
the superintendent of construction of 
bridge engineering, office of public 
roads, Washington. “This bridge has 
two middle arches of steel, ench 510 
feet In clear spaa, and seven masonry 
arches, each with a sixty foot span. 
Its total length is 2,375 feet, while 
the width of its roadway 1s elghty 
feet, and Its height above mean high 
water is 161 feet. It was bullt at a cost 
of $2,850,000."—Indlanapolis News.

BUTTS FOR BIG GUNS. 


How the British Naval Marksmen 
Practice. 


The enormous range of modern 
guns renders it necessary to carry 
out target practice at very great 
distances, even though the guns are 
fired with only half the size charges 
of explosives which would be used 
in war And it amist should hap- 
pen to come down, as it frequently 
does in the fog-haunted English 
Channel, even the great 90ft. by 
60ft. battle-practice targets be- 
come almost invisible to the gun- 
layers and sight-setters. 

The procedure when firing takes 
place is as follows; One battleshir 
or cruiser is told off to mark for 
another, and a quarter of a mile 
astern of her she tows the great 
target, and steams slowly up and 
to

King cof Soups.—After thorough- 
ly washing in tepid water a 15 cent 
beef shank soup bone, place-it in 
an eight quart kettle and cover 
with cold water, and when slowly 
boiling remove all scum. Add a 
cup of cold water, which will cause 


more scum to arise, and when clear | 


cover closely and allow to boil 
slowly two hours, adding water oc- 
esionally. Then add salt to taste, 
a large onion cut in two, two large 
carrots cut lengthwise in about six 
pieces each, and a large cupful of 
best tomatoes—use the tomatoes 
as they come from the can, the thick 
part as well as the juice—and boil 
the whole until the carrots are well 
done, when add a half teaspoonful 
of celery salt, and boil a few min- 
utes longer, then strain and serve 
hot. A strip or two of the carrot 
can be served in each bow! if de- 
sired, they being palatable so cook- 
ed and great complexion beautifi- 
ers. This soup will be found most 
excellent for a weak stomach, or 
for any one recovering from sick 
headache. 

Soup with Dumplings.—Take one 
can of corn, put into a good sized 
stew kettle, add three quarts of 
cold water, two tablespoons of but- 
ter, and salt and pepper to taste; 
stir well until this boils; make a 
good baking powder biscuit dough 
and drop about two dozen small 
|bits of the dough into the boiling 
soup, and cook fifteen minutes. 
This is fine and nourishing. 

Mock Turtle Soup.—A fine mock 
turtle soup can be made from the 
liquor of pink beans. To a quart 
|of the bean soup add one small 
onion, sliced; one-fourth teaspoon- 
jful of allspice, ground; one-fourth 
teaspoonful of nutmeg, ground; 
one stick of cinnamon, two or three 
;cloves. Just before serving add 
|juice of one lemon and some thin 
slices of lemon.

A small pinch of carbonate of 
soda in the water in which cab- 
bages are boiled, preserves the 
color of the vegetable, and lessens 
the unpleasant odor while cooking. 

To remove unpleasant odors from 
the hands dash a spéonful of sugar 
on the hot stove and hold the hands 
over the fumes. Ground coffee an- 
swers the same purpose. : 

Doors that will not open casily 
and drawers that stick cep Ped pub 
in good condition by rubbing the 
offending edges with stove blacking 
or even a soft lead pencil. 

Use the knife as little as possible. 
Cut tender foods such as potatoes, 
eggs and the like with the fork, 
si the knife only when the fork 
would be an inconvenience. 

Sponges should be washed free 
of soapsuds each time they are used 
and hung up to dry. As often as 
possible scald them in soda water 
and hang them in the sunshine. 

Chemists state that more than 
twice as much sugar is required to 
sweeten preserves and fruits if ad- 
ded when they begin to boil as if 
introduced after the fruit is cook- 
ed. 

A simple way to preserve fresh 
eggs is to bury them in salt and 
stand them upright instead of lay- 
ing them on their sides. In these 
circumstances they will remaia 
quite good for a whole year. 

Cooking in a double boiler is 
sometimes so slow that cooks should 
know that adding a tablespoonful 
of salt to the water in the outer 
vessel will raise the temperature 
of the food more quickly. 

If you wish to iron a starched 
garment and have not much time 
to wait, try this scheme. Sprinkle, 
‘roll in.» damp cloth or paper and 
place in an oven for about five min- 
,utes to steam It will then iron 
nicely.

Not one in ten, it 
bas been pointed out, of the 150 large 
cities has an Indian name, and among 
those that have it is usually an adop- 
tion from some neighboring lake or 
stream. 

The early explorers and settlers have 
left their racial marks. Up the Hud- 
son and Mohawk the trail of tbe 
Dutchman ts pretty clear. The French 
{influence in northern New York and 
Vermont and along the line of the 
creat lakes {8 familiar in many names. 

Mississippi bas no “saints” in its 
list, whereas, across the river, Louis!- 
ana, by nine parishes and many towns, 
rivers and lakes, perpetuates the re- 
Ugious tenets of its early settlers. 
Kentucky and Tennessee evidence the 
vocabulary of the hunter and trapper; 
Montana and Idaho that of the miner. 
All the region acquired from Mexico, 
particularly southern California, main- 
tains in its place names the memory of 
its Spanish explorers and settlers, 

There are relatively few Indian 
names on the Pacific coast, North of 
the Spanish belt capes and towns fre- 
quently reflect the loyalty of early set- 
tlers to the older states of the Union.—

The productive forest area in 1903 
on the Grand Duchy of Hessein Europ: 
amount d to 182 263acres. In general 
the standirg timber is composed of 
sixty-nine per cent hardwood and 
thirty-one per cent coniferous forest. 
The fir ranks first among the conifer 
ous species, The total yield of lumber 
in 1908 was 4,575,000 cubic feet. Ia- 
fuse in so faras itis not suitable for 
lighter lumber, such as laths or for 
pulp, is used for firewood. The expen 
ditures for salariez, forest cultivation 
and road building amounted to ap- 
preximately $754,000, and the tota 
gross income (from lumber and firewco!) 
was $1,161 931. The capital represen 
ted by the forests (352,665,354) brought 
interest accordingly at 221 percent 
Where intensive forestry of this kind 
is practised, forest fires are unknown. 
Sufficient money spent on Canadian 
Forest Reserves would greatly reduce 
the fire danger, maintain an adequate 
lumber supply forthe country and in 
time become a source of revenue to the 
Government,

COSMIC ROCKS. 


One of the most curious facts 
about meteorites is that they often 
contain previously unrecognized 
minerals, although their chemical 
elements are familiar on the earth. 
One of the stones that fell ina 
theteoric shower at El Nakhla, 25 
miles east of Alexandria, Egypt, 
on June 29th, has been analyzed 
by Professor Stanislas Meunier at 
Paris. It is pentagonal in outline, 
about four inches long, an inch and 
a half broad, and an inch thick. Its 
composition is peculiar, and Profes- 
sor Meunier, believing that the 
mineral of which it consists is an 
entirely new compound, proposes 
to call it naklite. The source, or 
sources, from which meteorites 
come cannot yet be designated, but 
their customary great relative den- 
sity suggests an origin in some mas-

BLOOM INTO COLOR. 
Religious Ceremonies at the Palace 
Daily Until the Eighth of 
January. 


“‘Who ehall describe the streets 
of Tokyo on New Year’s morning 1’’ 


Writes Madame Ozaki, wife of the |

erally it is a city of brownish-gray

Advice to Smokers From German 
Nerve Doctors. 

The German nerve doctors at 
their annual meeting at Frankfort 
have been trying to lay down a 
general law for the use of smokers 

In the first place they say the 
smoke should be expelled from the 
mouth immediately, so as to allow 
the nicotize no time to be ab 
sorbed by the mucous membrane tu 
any serious extent. Secondly, « 
car and cigarette holders ought to 
be used in order to cool the smoke 
and induce it to deposit its meu 
tine before, it reaches the mouth, 


as nicotine only volatilizes at a 


fairly high temperature. Thirdly, 
the smoke should be filtered 
through a plug of cotton wi 
‘steeped in perchloride of 


which absorbs sume of the ni 
According to sume of the doct 
nicotine is a puison which tends

Warning to Fruit Growers. 


The Writer wishes through ‘the 
columns of the Express, to draw the 
attention of the farmers and fruit 
growers throughout the country to 
the presence, under the snow, of in- 
numerable field mice, whose destruct- 
ion of young fruit trees will be found 
very great when the snow goes off in 
Spring. In driving through this part 
of the country, addressing Farmers 
Institute Meetings, I have seen a very 
great number of their tracks over the 
snow, Which means they are very pre- 
valent, and the melting of the winter 
snows will no doubt disclose wholesale 
distruction by these little pests, I 
would adviseall those whohave young 
trees not more than 8or 10 years plant- 
ed, to tramp the snow firmly about 
them to prevent the mice getting to 
them under the snow. When possible 
it isa good plan to wrap the trunks 
from the ground with white building 
paper to keep the mice away. This 
is done by cutting the paper in strips 
across the end, wide enough to lap 
around the tree and then tieing it in 
place, It can then® be removed in 
Spring. The preservation of hawks 
and owls is a good way to keep these 
pests in check. All grass and weeds 
should be kept away from the trees, 
and rubbish and brush, away from the 
fences, affording little harbor for them 
when cold fall winter begins and they 
will migrate to where these can be 
found thus removing the danger of 
their mischief from orchards thus car- 


ed for.
